“Whenever a driver sees a car ap- 
proaching without headlights, he 
turns off and on his own lights sev- 
eral times, thus signaling the other 
driver that his lights are not func- 
tioning.”

We have a dickens of a time wrestling with the En- 

glish language without trying to know anything 

about all the other languages that there are in the 

world.

never had the good fortune to learn it. 


But we asked a man who does know Gaelic and be 
told us that the way to say a hundred thousand wel- 
comes is “Caed Mille Failte.” 


A hundred thousand welcomes—it is a phrase that 
ought to have a pleasant sound in any language. And 
that reminds us that the people who speak other 
tongues than English give much more thought than 
we do to pleasant words. We say simply, ‘Hello, glad 
to see you” or something like that. But the Gael says 
“a hundred thousand welcomes.” We say “much 
obliged” or “thank you very much,” but the Spaniard 
says “Un mil gracias’”-——- a thousand thanks. 

There are no hearts warmer than our American 
hearts, none more generous, none More kind. But we 
have not learned the art of saying well the things 
that our hearts feel. And maybe it might be good for 
us to take a lesson from the Gaels and the Latins and 
others in the world who put their thoughts to the 
sound of pleasant words. 


There awhile back as we were trudging a trail of 
the chaparral to our little high house in the green 
Verdugo Hills a man we did not know and had never 


seen before hailed us with a message.

After the flan had gone and we were alone in our lit- 
tle high house in the hills we opened the package won- 
deringly. Wrapped in tissue paper was a bright new

And ever since, and now all the time, if we awake 
in the night and wait awhile, the clock will strike with 
its soft musical message. It speaks of the woman who 
is gone and who must have had a love for us even 
though we never saw her face. When the clock strikes 
we think of her and pray that all is well with her ii 


Among the countless thousands who sit under the 
rafters of our farflung synagogue there is one who is 
hard to keep track of.

Dry Pleurisy and Asthma

Before answering this correspondent in 
regard to dry pleurisy, I want to describe, 
first, the physiology of asthma. 

One suffering from asthma is really suf- 
fering from too much mucus in the bron- 
chial tubes. The inflamed bronchial linings 
exude large quantities of fluid which, in 
turn, choke up the tubes and thus render 
breathing difficult. When much of the mu- 
cus exudate is either absorbed or § dis- 
charged, the asthmatic attack becomes re- 
lieved. 

Of course, there is other physiology as- 
sociated with it—the inadequacy of dia- 
phragmatic breathing, the pressure of the 
abdominal organs, the congestion in the 
stomach and in the bowels, et cetera. But 
essentially, the immediate predisposing 
cause is the accumulation of large quanti- 
ties of mucous debris in the bronchial tubes. 

The average asthmatic “does something” 
for his asthma. This “doing something” 
usually consists of the inhalation of drugs 
in a gaseous form whose very presence 
forces the exuding mucus back into the mu- 
cous membrane, thus temporarily clearing 
the bronchial passages. 

This is done sometimes for years during

@ reaction of the opposite extreme takes 
place. Instead of discharging large quan- 
tities of mucus, the secreting membranes 
atrophy and fail to secrete at all. Then 
they literally dry out. 

Of course, in a relative sense, the dry 
pleurisy is probably the reaction from the 
suppressed asthma, 

The mucous membranes of both alveolar 
cavities in the lungs, of the bronchial tubes 
and of the pleura membranes covering the 
lungs, are prevented from secreting. Thus 
we have a dry pleurisy. 

If this patient were to attempt to over- 
come pleurisy by natural methods the 
chances are she would revert back to her 
asthma before she became cured. 

Usually one must go back over the same 

lover which one arrived. Let her fol- 


low the same technique as is involved in 


asthma—namely, tet her avoid the animal 
foods, the dairy products and the cereal 
products. Let her subsist entirely on ev- 
ery form of fruit and vegetable. Let her 
limit the quantity of food so that she con- 
sumes just barely enough to satisfy hunger 
—no more. 

Let her learn the type of asthmatic deep 


breathing, free movement of the abdominal | 


muscles, deep. inspiration and vigorous ex- 
piration. 

Let her take nude sun baths. Let her 
work in the outdoors until the skin per- 
spires freely from every pore. Let her bulld 
herself up by physical culture, gradually in- 
creasing its vigorousness until she becomes 
an athlete as best she may. 

Her dry pleurisy will yield as well as her 
asthma. In a sense, they are alike. From 
this viewpoint, the measures applicable for 
asthma are applicable for dry pleurisy.

I believe the law is fairly plain on this 
subject. 

Corporal punishment to children should 
never be allowed. It is the poorest method 
of securing discipline. Where it must be 
administered, two teachers must be pres- 
ent, in addition to the principal. 

So far as I know, only the principal is 
allowed to administer corporal punishment. 


However, at the tender age of 6, I think . 


any principal who finds it necessary to 
whip a boy or girl ought to be whipped 
himself. Any educator having so little 
knowledge-of educational laws that he finds 
it necessary to whip a child of 6 should go 
back to farming potatoes. At least, then 
his spleen might find a useful purpose. 

There are other kinds of corporal punish- 
ment, however, besides that administered 
by the hand. I am glad to say that one sel- 
dom hears of hand-administered corporal 
punishment. 

The threatening, bullying, domineering 
type of teacher who inflicts her tonguc- 
lashing punishment on the sensitive little 
onés is not so rare an article. She calls it 
discipline. I call it brutality. 

To terrorize a child’s nervous system is 
more vicious than a dozen slaps on his seat. 
To frighten a child into submission by the 
constant threat of reprisal is a mean act 
that knows ne counterpart. Yet so-called 
educators are constantly doing it. 

There are two extremes in which chil- 
dren should not be handled. 

The first and most vicious of them is the 
bullying, the terrorizing, the fear-inspiring 
method of handling children.

Constituting the foundation upon which 
are built most of the other diseases of the 
body, constipation is civilization’s great- 
est menace. 

Its causes are manifold. 

In most cases constipation is due to the 
refined diets—the white-flour breadstuffs, 
cakes and pastries, the starvation white 
sugar; the highly seasoned, spiced and ir- 
ritating foods, the indigestible fried foods, 
the animal greases and fats, the constipat- 
ing coffees and teas, millions of dollars’ 
worth of soft drinks sold annually, and last 
but not least, our sluggish habits and dis- 
positions. 

Constipation may come with fatty degene- 


come from pressure of the uterus against 
the bowel, from pregnancy or from abnor- 
malities of childbirth. 

It usually comes from a chain of circum- 
stances—wrong diet, too much worry, fatty 
degeneration, nervous exhaustion, sedentary 
life, excessive use of drugs, overeating, un- 
der-sleeping, too much stimulation and lack 
of relaxation. 

The remedy, of course, lies in the correc- 
tion of all these matters. 

The foods that have the greatest value in 
overcoming constipation are the raw vege- 
tables, particularly the greens such as let- 
tuce, cabbage, spinach, celery, parsnips., 
turnips, carrots and beets. Whole-grained 
cereals, not their refined counterparts, fur- 
nish the necessary roughage. All bread- 
stuffs should be made of the natural whole 
grains. 

Piles, technically known as hemorrhoids, 
are really nothing more than varicose veins 
of the inferior hemorrhoidal plexus of the 
rectum. They appear as bundles of small 
knots which, in their later stages, burst and 
bleed, They are caused from constipation. 

There are many measures suitable for 
their relief—alternate hot and cold sitz 
baths, the injection of lemon juice and wa- 
ter, usually the juice of ome lemon to four 
ounces of water, sweet oll enemas and even 
flaxseed poultices. 

None of these measures, however, will 
cure hemorrhoids until we get at the basic 
cause—constipation—two or three free nat- 
ural bowel movements per day, not induced 


by any form of medication or by any other 


artificial means.

Let us watch civilization grow. Perhaps 


‘we shall grow a little with it as we write 


and read. And let us begin as far from 
home as chronology will permit, so that we 
may build the completest perspective in 
which at last to find ourselves. No one can 
say whether civilization arose first in China, 
or in Egypt, or in Mesopotamia; we shall 
not stop over learned disputes; if we give 
first place to the Chinese here, it is because 
their culture is so alien to our own, and 
does not, like that of Egypt or ria, en- 
ter into a sequence which links' us with it 
in one chain. 

And yet how shall we interest ourselves 
in a:people so distant from us in space and 
time and purpose, so strange in customs 
and character, so scornful of us and all the 
West as immature barbarians that live by 
the ledger and the sword? How can we 
capture in an hour even the outlines of a 
culture that has lasted with hardly an inter- 
ruption for almost five thousand years? And 
how shall we find order and focus for the 
‘hundred elements that go to make the 
greatest civilization of the East? 


We shall remember that man is the cen- 


ter of civilization, and that genius is the. 


| 
of art and considera- 


The great Chinese moralist whe died about 2400 years ago, an 
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apex of man. We may admit the menial 
economic basis of all history; but stand- 
ing on it we shall try to see its highest hu- 
man-growth, and gather all the rest about 
that peak. We shall make it a principle of 
our inquiry to ignore whatever has smal! 
relevance or use for our own place and 
time; we have little interest in ancient 
things for their own sake, and history shall 
be for us only the illumination of the pres- 
ent by the past. Wherever there is wisdom 
to be learned, or beauty to be honored, we 
shall go and sit silent before it. 

Finally, we shall sharpen our vision, in 
the present case, by remembering that our 
national destiny is involved beyond sever- 
ance with the future of the Orient, and that 
all the West may have its fate decreed by 
that turbulent Renaissance which is now 
transforming the oldest civilzation in the 
world. 

Before Confucius 


This is China, the Leviathan of the na- 
tions, broad back of giant Asia, larger than 
all Europe, and|as populous. Look at the 
map and see how puny Burope is, how pre- 
carious and unstable geographically; con- 
sider Russia as Asiatic (which it was till 


-Peter, and may be again.) and Burope be- 
comes but a jagged promontory, the tenta- 


— 


tive fingers or pseudopodia of the greatest 
continent. 


Those plains at Asia’s center may have 
been the birthplace of civilization. In 1903 
Prof. Raphael Pumpelly found at Anau, 
near Askabad, buried remains of a human 
culture dating from 9000 B.C.—twenty cen- 
turies earlier than the oldest relics of Egypt 
or the land of Ur. These ancient Asiatics 
raised barley and wheat, built houses of 
brick, and domesticated the ox, the pig, the 
camel, the sheep and the dog. This cen- 
ter was a volcano of men in periodical erup- 
tion; humanity poured from it like torrents 
of inexhaustible lava. Before 
these lands were dried up by diminishing 
rain they sent out vast migrations that 
populated Europe, Africa, Oceania, even 
(through the Indians) America; and when 
the great flood was over there were still 
900,000,000 left in Asia—more than half the 
population of the world. 


In China the human stream followed the 
great rivers that run for almost three thou- 
sand miles from west to east, in the north a 
stern and industrious people spread along 
the Hoang-ho (or Yellow River;) in the 
south, along the Yangtze-Kiang, a more 
leisurely and artistic race developed; and 
the history of Chima, to this day; has been 
an irrepressible conflict between tlie sen- 


and after. 


sual south and the 
Puritanic north As 
in Burope and Amer- 
fica, the north tends 
to win, but the south 
never yields. 


In these fertile val- 
leys the Chinese mul- 
tiplied with almost 
protozoan fertility. 
By 300 B.C. they num- 
bered 13,000,000; by 
156 A.D., 50,000,000; 
by 1743, 150,000,000; 
by 1919, 330,000,000. 
What kept them to- 
gether was only their 
language—a unique 
mixture of music and 
speech. Nowhere do 
we find another 
tongue so laconic, so 
monosyllabic, so con- 
cise, so subtle to vary 
the meaning of iden- 
tical sounds by the 
rise or fall of the 
voice. 


As in every people, 
the language broke 
up into dialects; but 
the written form of it 
remained everywhere 
the same, as if the

tongue common to 
them all. What made 
thig possible was the 

i ideographic character 
of Chinese script: 
L.e., it wrote not let-: 
ters or syllables, but 
pictorial symbols of 
the things. Hence the 
spoken word for any 
object or idea might 
vary from age to age, 
or from. place to 
place; but the writ- 
ten sign remained un- 
changed.

d of whom a lineal descendant is living: the image of Confucius in bird-tracks on the 


earth. Actually it is 

the most beautiful of 
all forms of writing, and the Chinese prop- 
erly consider it an art. Every educated 
Chinaman ornaments his home with speci- 
mens of fine handwriting; it is for him a 
kind of painting, full of beauty and signifi- 
cance. His country’s culture has been pre- 
served with unequalled continuity and com- 
pleteness by this handsome script. 


China is the “paradise of historians,” rich 
in records that go back with fair reliability 
to 776 B.C., and, with legendary embellish- 
ments, to the second millennium before 
Christ. We are told that Panka, the first 
man, hammered the world into shape with 
an adze millions of years ago (which 
should please the geologists more than our 
cramping myths; ) that the earliest “celes- 
tial” emperors reigned 18,000 years each; 
and that the Emperor Fu-hi, in 2862 B.C., 
introduced family life into a chaos in which 
children had known only their mothers and 
never their fathers—a condition which 
Strindberg did not consider exclusively an- 
cient or Chinese. 


’ Our oldest extant record of Chinese life 
is Confucius’ “Book of History,” which 
ranges from 2400 to 700 B.C. In another 


volume—“Spring and Autumn Annals”—the 
philosopher describes in dry chronicle his 
own “Feudal Age” (722-479 B.C.,) in which 
the power of the central government was 
gradually superseded by that of local lords 
given joyously to love and war. It was the 
chaos of this period that stimulated Lao-tse 
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let alone; and his conception of government 
was built, like Thoreau’s, upon his hunger 
for personal independence and spiritual 
peace. He did not seek pupils, but they 
came to his retreat; and to them in proud 
aphorisms he taught Tao, the’ Way. 


In the highest antiquity (says Lao- 
tse) the people did not know that they 
had rulers. In the next age they loved 
and praised them. In the next they 
feared them. In the next they despised 
them .. . As. restrictions and 
prohibitions are multiplied in the Em- 
pire, the people grow poorer and poorer. 
When the people are subjected to over- 
much government, the land is thrown 
into confusion . . The greater 
the numbey of laws and enactments, the 
more thieves and robbers there will be. 
Therefore the sage says: “So long as 
I do nothing, the people will work out 
their own reformation.” 


Knowledge had ne honor in this phil- 
osophy; Lao-tse denounces it with the fer- 
vor of Rousseau. .If there were less edu- 
eation, he thought, there would be fewer 
rascals. Nothing could be more disastrous 
than letting philosophers rule; they would 
meddle with everything. “He who tries to 
govern a state by wisdom is a scourge to 
it.” Ability in making theories is a sign of 
incompetence in practice: “they who know 
don’t talk; they who talk don’t know.” (Mr. 
Shaw would be chagrined to find how old is 
his opinion of teachers.) 

“Knowledge is unnatural, but truth and 
happiness are only in natural things. There 
is a law, a Way or Tao, in nature; and the 
secret of perfection lies in the obedience of 
everything to its own nature, and to the 
nature of the whole. “Leave all things 
to their natural course and do not inter- 
fere.” “Do nothing by self-will, but rather 
conform to the Infinite Will, and everything 
will be done for you.” 

At every turn we find in Lao-tse a re- 
markable agreement with Christ: 


Requite injury with kindness. To the 
good I would be good; to the not-good I 
would also be good, in order to make 
them good. With the faithful I would 
keep faith; with the unfaithful I would 
also keep faith, in order that they may 
become faithful. He who has no faith 
in others will find no faith in them. 

Keep behind, and you shall be put in 
front. He that humbles himself shall 
be preserved. He that bends shall be 
maae straight. He who is great makes 
humility his base. He who, conscious 
of being strong, is content to be weak 
-—~he shall be the paragon of mankind. 

To know, but to be as not knowing, 
is the height of wisdom. The Sage 
knows what is in him, but makes no 
display; he respects himself, but seeks 
no honor for himself. All things in na- 
ture work silently. They come into be- 
ing and posséss nothing. They fulfill 
their function and make no claim. All 
things alike do thir work, and then we 
see them subside. -When they have 
reached their bloom, each returns to 
its origin. Returning to their origin 
means rest, or fulfillment of destiny. 
This reversion is an eternal law. To 
know that law is wisdom. 


We do not know when Lao-tse died; but 
if we may believe Ssu-ma Ch’ien, the old 
Chinese historian, he lived at least till 518 
B.C., when, in his eighty-sixth year, he was 
visited by a teacher called Kung-fu-tse, who 
was destined to become the greatest figure 
in the history of China. The younger man 
was then absorbed in historical research, 
and asked Lao-tse to tell him of ancient 
kings and of primitive religion; to which 
Lao-tse answered scornfully: 

“Those about whom you inquire have 
molded with their bones into dust. Noth- 
ing but their words remains. When the hour 
of the great man has struck he rises to 
leadership, but before his time has come he 
is hampered in all that he attempts. I have 
heard that the successful merchant care 
fully conceals his wealth and acts as though 
he had nothing—that the great man, though 
abounding in achievements, is simple in 
his manners and appearance. Get rid of 
your pride and your many ambitions, your 
affectation and your extravagant aims. Your 
character gains nothing from all these. 
This is my advice to you.” 

The greatness of Kung-fu-tse shone out at 
once in his acceptance of the reproof: He

And then the new master went forth to 
fulfill his own mission. 

Confuciue—The Man 

Kung-fetse—i.c., Kung the Teacher, 
known to us through his Latinized name, 
Confucius—was born at Ch’ufu, in Shantung, 
651 B.C. His father was prosperous enough 
to let his son indulge his inclination to 
study; and Kung became skilled in music, 
archery, religion and knowledge. “A man’s 
character,” he said, “is formed by the Odes, 
developed by the Rites, and perfected by

siduocus and capable. “I do not expound my 
teaching to any who are not eager to learn 
. ft, after being shown one corner 
of a subject, & man cannot go on to discover 
the other three, f do not repeat the lesson.” 
His first lesson was, like his conclusions, 
thoroughly Socratic. “When you know a 
thing, to hold that you know it; and when 
you do not, to oamit the fact: this is knowl- 
edge.” 

Confucius made no effort to found a new 
faith; and so far as Confucianism is a re- 
ligion he is not responsible for it. He ac- 
cepted the traditional ancestor-worship of 
his people, and praised it for the filial piety 
which it bred; but he was conspicuously 
uninterested in another world. To a pupil 
who inquired concerning man’s duty to 
spirits, Confucius replied: “Before we are 
able to do our duty by the living, how can 
we do it by the spirits of the dead?” The 
pupfi asked them about death, and Con-

music.” He was so affected by hearing a 
beautiful melody that he could not eat meat 
for three months—a strange path to vege 
tarianism. 

Unlike Lao-tse (or or Christ.) 
who taught but did not write, Confucius 
wrote as well as taught. The oldest ex- 
tant books in Chinese literature are his. As 
historian he composed the “Book of His- 
tory” and the “Spring and Autumn Annals;” 
as a lover of the old ritual he wrote the 
“Book of Rites;:” as a lover of poetry, the 
“Book of Odes;” as philosopher the “Ana- 
lects” and the “Great Learning.” Never 
has one man so determined the character 
and thought of his people as with these 
books and with his life Confucius deter- 
mined, and almost fixed, the thought and 
character of the Chimese. 


We cannot love everything in him. There 
was a Puritan strictness about him which 
must have kept happiness at a timid dis- 
tance; and he put such store by manners 
and ceremonies as would hardly suit our 
democratic tastes. “All virtues have their 
source in etiquette;” and “even in killing 
men oné should observe the rules of pro 
priety.” “In driving with a woman one 
must drive with one hand,” he writes, in 
thoroughly modern fashion; but then he 
continues, with a strange error in the pro- 
noun—“and keep the other hand behind his 
back.” A woman “may take no step of her 
own motion, and may come to no conclu 
sion in her own mind;"—and apparently 
men were giants in those days. But see 
him as his loving disciples saw him, as 
Tseng-tse describes him: “Ability asking 
instruction of incompetence, abundance sit- 
ting at the feet of insuffciency, a man of 
every virtue who thought he had none, solid 
in character, yet making himself a cipher, 
trespassed against but never retaliating— 
such was the humble state of mind in which 
my late friend spent his life.” 


So Confucius stood in the streets and the 
fields, and preached the gospel! of national 
and individual salvation through knowledge 


and truth. He must have been a queer pic- 


ture to the mob, with an almost hairless 
head gnarled and knotted with wisdom, and 
a face whose seriousness, as portrayed by 


fucius answered: “Before we know what 
life is, how can we know what death is? 
To give one’s self earnestly to the duties 
due to men, and, while respecting spiritual 
beings, to keep aloof from them, that may 
be called wisdom.” The Master made no 
appeal to altruism or emotion; he spoke 
only to the mind, and asked for no other 
virtue than intelligence. Nothing could have 
astonished him more, if he could have re 
turned to the earth after a thousand years, 
than to find his countrymen worshiping him 
as a god. There is no humorist like history. 


Confucius as a Philosopher 


What Confucius wished to do was to put 
an end to disorder and barbarism in his 
state. Like Plato he had his theory of po- 
litical reconstruction; but he believed that 
reform should start not with the nation and 
its institutions, but with the individual and 
his desires. The core of his philosophy Hes 
here in one paragraph: 


The illustrious ancients, when they 
wished to make clear and to propagate 
the highest virtues in the world, put 
their states in proper order. Before put- 
ting their states in proper order, they 
regulated their families. Before regu 
lating their families they cultivated their 

own selves. Before cultivating their 
own selves they perfected their souls. 
Before perfecting their souls they tried 
to be sincere in their thoughts. Be- 
fore trying to be sincere in their 
thoughts they extended to the utmost 
their knowledge. Such investigation of 
knowledge lay in the investigation of 
things, and in seeing them as they real- 
ly were. When things were thus inves- 
tigated, knowledge became complete. 
When knowledge was complete, their 
thoughts became sincere. When their 
thoughts were sincere their souls be- 
came perfect. When their souls were 
perfect their’ own selves became 
cultivated. When their selves were 
eultivated their families became 
regulated. When their families were 
regulated, their states «ame to be put 
in proper order. When their states 
were in proper order the whole world 
became peaceful and happy. | 
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ed the just and intelligent man: 
Nietzsche he puts an element of aristocracy 
into his conception of the superman. 


It is only the man with the most per- 
fect divine moral nature who is able to 
combine in himself quickness of appre- 
hension, intelligence, insight, and un- 
derstanding—qualities necessary for 
the exercise of command; magnanimity, 
generosity, benignity, and gentleness— 
qualities necessary for the exercise of 
patience; originality, energy, strength 
of character, and determination—quali- 
ties necessary for the exercise of endur- 
ance; dignity, noble seriousness, order, 
and regularity—qualities necessary for 
the exercise of self-respect; grace, 
method, delicacy and lucidity—quall- 
ties necessary for the exercise of criti- 
cal judgment. 

Thus allembracing and vast is the 
nature of such a man. Profound it ts 

. and inexhaustible, like a living spring 
of water, ever running out with life and 
vitality. All-embracing and vast it is 
ike Heaven. Profound and inexhaust- 
ible, it is like the abyss. 

As soon as such a man shall make 
his appearance in the world, all people 
shall reverence him. Whenever he says, 
all people will believe it. Whatever he 
does, all people will be pleased with 
it. Thus his name and fame will spread 
and fill all the civilized world, extend- 
ing even to savage countries. Wher-— 
ever ships and carriages reach, wherev- 
er the labor and enterprise of men pen- 
etrate, wherever the heavens overshad- 
ow and the earth sustains, wherever 
sun and moon shine, wherever frost aud 

dew fall—all who have life and breath 
will honor him. Therefore we may 
say, “He is the equal of God.” 


map is no _ blonde 
such a concep- 
tion would have seemed barbaric to any 
cultured Chinaman. On the contrary, Con- 
fucius accepts the golden rule, and states 
it perfectly: “What you do not wish others 
to do unto you, do ‘not do unto them.” 
“When you see a good man, think of emu- 
latirg him; when you see a bad man, ex- 
amine your own heart” his does not 
mean humility or meek surrender; Con- 
fucius here parts bravely from the quietism 
of Lao-tse. Lao-tse had taught his follow- 
ers to meet evil with good; Confucius 
asked: “With what, then, will you requite 
good? Return good for good; and for evil, 
justice.” “Love all, but cultivate friend- 
ship only with your equals.” 

In the voice of Confucius hear now the 
overtones of Aristotle and Spinoza: 


The superior man is catholic, not 
partisan; the ordinary man is partisan, 
not catholic. The superior man wishes 
to be slow in his words; for men are 
easily ruined by the mouth. He acts 
before he speaks, and then speaks in 
accord with his actions. He docs not 
dispute. He conforms to the path of 
the mean. Overpassing is like coming 
short of the mark. Shun indeed was 
very wise. He took hold of two ex- 
tremes, determined the mean, and em- 
ployed it in the government of the peo- 
ple. 

Now there is no end of things by 
which man is affected; and when his 
dikes and dislikes are not subject to 
rule, he is changed into the nature of 
things as they come before him. The 
higher man seeks all that he wants in 
himself; the lower man seeks al! that 
he wants from others. The thing where- 
im the superier man cannot be equalled 
is simply this: his work, which other

™ men cannot see. He is distressed by his 


want of ability; not by other men’s not 
knowing him. He is anxious lest he 
should not get the truth; he is not anx- 
jous lest poverty should come upon him. 


Produce such men, Confucius argued, 
and everything else will be added unto you. 
The old morality would remain; every 
Chinaman would still worship the tomb and 
memory of his parents, and honor his 
mother limitiessly; but in his heart of 
hearts there would be a higher law—the 
accord of his own life with ‘that universal 
moral law whereby the part must co-oper- 
ate with the whole or perish. And now it 
is the voice of Kant that we hear when 
Confucius speaks: 


The moral laws form one system 
with the laws by which Heaven and

Everybody 
is culling press clippings these days. Big 
business corporations with publicity bureaus 
attached, banks, insurahce companies, real 
estate and automobile firms, are just as 
avid for collecting ‘em as actors ever were. 
Ladies with social ambitions, clubwomen, 
musicians, authors, painters, lecturers— 
amateurs and professionals alike—are all 
greedily, lusciously clipping any mention of 
themselves and treasuring them up—prob- 
ably for the benefit of posterity. They cer- 
tainly hope someone is going to read them 
and be frightfally impressed one of these 
days. 

Carrie Jacobs Bond, the famous song 
writer, has about a ton of books of press 
clippings, dating Dack through the years 
from the first little notices she received 
from editor friends in local publications. 
There must be a half a ton about “The Per- 
fect Day” alone. Even her biographer wil'! 
never have the heart to wade through them. 

And this is equally true of every sort of 
person who ever got into the public eye, all 
the way from Presidents and prime minis- 
ters down to the little graduate from the 


‘elocution class .who got a notice about her 


reading before the church social. We adore 
our press clippings. Mussolini and ex-Em- 
perér William of Germany and Tom Mix 
and Pola Negri and Mary Pickford are all 
alike on this subject.

not immune. If we happen to write a book, 
for instance, or do an aviation stunt, or 
marry a celebrity, or by any means manage 
to get ourselves interviewed or quoted in 
other newspapers-——watch us fall. We try 
to seem bilase about it, but that doesn’t 
prevent us clipping, clipping, and treasur- 
ing. If it’s a book we have written, a press 
clipping Dureau is just.as likely to secure 
us for a new subscriber as though we were 
mere members of the common herd. Take 
me, for instance how many times 
have I amusedly declined to read the prof- 
fered press-cutting album of some feckless 
interviewee. But when, on a recent trip, 
my fellow-newspaper men did rather nicely 
by me in their coluamna could I resist clip- 
ping, clipping, gloating, preening? Of 
course, I couldn't. Mind you, I didn’t quite 
get to the place where I compiled a press 
album, but there is a certain little old trunk 
into which I toss them with affected non- 
chalance really one could not 
quite consign such delectable bits of read- 
ing to the waste-paper basket, now could 
one? 


Just what I expect to do with that little 
trunkful of press eulogies culled through 
the years, I haven't a notion. I wouldn't 
even dare try to make the family read 
them. Perhaps I mean to wallow in them 
in my old age and comfort myself with this 
evidence of stylish memories. But certain 
it is, I am going to be the only person who 
will ever read them again with any interest 
whatever. : 


Lives there a family that isn’t treasuring 
a few press notices?

No worder the press-agent has become 
such an affluent, successful fellow. No won- 
der press-<clipping bureaus flourish all over 
the world. Even nations are not immune 
from this littl human vanity, and all their 


newspapers have departments for reading 


the world’s newspapers and clipping articles 
about their country, and comments on its 
policies and national character. I once 
wrote a complimentary article about the 
British on Empire Day, which was reprinted 
in numerous British papers and read from 
the floor in the New Zealand parliament 
. « . @¥en an Empire likes a good press 
notice. (And I got a few myself over that 
which I wouldn't part with for anything! ) 


But there is nothing so dead as yeéter- 
day’s newspaper. It is quite pathetic how 
so many millions of us are treasuring these 
bits of printed flattery as sacred documents. 
Half the nice reasonable well-balanced men 
we know are carrying round some little old 
newspaper clipping in their pocketbooks. 
telling how they once won the quarter-mile 
in college, or sang a song at the club smok- 
er, or made a speech for civic betterment at 
the service club, or culled the most new 
members that year. |

Cortes’s Famous Letter 

October 15, 1524—One of the most fa- 
mous and fateful episties of all history 
was the Fourth Dispatch (carta Cuarta) 
that Cortes wrote to the Emperor Charles 
V, King of Spain, on the above date. It 
announced a proposed plan of systematic 
exploration that eventually led to the dis- 
covery of Lower California, and conse- 
quently to that part of Upper California, 
nine years afterward. Dated 403 years 
ago, this curtain-raiser of California his- 
tory prepares one for the vast historical 
background of California’s colorful annals, 
that thus cover four centuries of Ameri- 
can history. 

In 1519, Cortes and his band of adven- 
turers had landed on the east coast of 
Mexico; and after two years of hard fight- 
ing, had overthrown the Aztec Empire of 
Montezuma, whose capital—Mexico City 
—fell into Cortes’s hands in 1521. Cortes 
penetrated to the Pacific coast of Mexicg 
mext year (1522,) and there founded the 
sea-coast town of Zacatula, where he set 
fervently to work at building ships, with 
which to explore the then unknown wa- 

ters of the vast Pacific Ocean, and pos- 
sibly discover new rich countries full of 
gold, pearls and precious stones. 

No one then knew how far, or near, 
Asia and its wealth actually were, from 
Mexico; but he had heard that rich lands 
lay to its northwest; and Gonzalo de San- 
doval had brought to .Mexico City from 
Colima a startling story anent an Island 
of Amazons, rich in gold and pearis, that 
lay off the district of Ciguataan, Colima 
Province. “They say,” quoth Sandoval, 
“that there is an i situated there, 
peopled only by women, without a man on 
it. At certain seasons, men go and visit 
them. If the women then bear girls, they 
keep them; if boys are born to them, they 
drive them out. This isle is ten days’ 
journey from this province (Ciguataan,) 
and they say that many of them had been 
there and seen it. They say it is very rich 
in pearis and gold.” | 

Cortes had s gr?fm humor, as witness 
his famous remark—in explanation to the 
Mexican chief of the Spaniards’ inces 
sant demands for gold, more gold—that 
the Spaniards suffered from a _ dis 
ease that only gold could cure—so he like- 
ly did not believe any of this fairy story 

e of Sandoval’s, except the part about the 
pearls and gold; and even crazier tales 
than Sandoval’ received wide credence 


in that credulous and ignorant age. Cor- 
tes knew that the Emperor would hear of 
it, anyway, sooner or later; so he thought 
it best to transmit Sandoval’s report to 
that potentate, with the promise that, if 
God was willing, he, Cortes, would bring 
him “the sovereignty of more kingdoms 
and dominions in these parts than have 
ever been heard of in the Spanish nation, 
up to today.” 


The world-wide renown and immense 
wealth that the conquest of Mexico had 
brought Cortes had also incurred the jeal- 
ousy of his crafty King and jealous rivals 
and courtiers, who were bent on trying 
to keep him from making new conquests 
of other unknown rich lands. To thwart 
these plots, Cortes mentioned Sandoval’s 
tale about the Isle of the Amazons, in h's 
famous Carta Quadra (Quarto)—Fourth 
Letter—to the Emperor, in which Cortes 
averred that one of the main objects in 
his present building of ships at Zacatula 
was to find the fabulous Northwest Pas- 
sage—the Strait of Anian, as the Spani- 
ards called it—that was said to afford 
ships a short cut (through America) from 
the Atlantic Ocean to the Pacific Ocean 
and the Spice Islands, whose valuable 
spices brought the Portuguese such enor- 
mous wealth in those ancient days, when 
such spicy luxuries were often gold in 
Burope for almost their weight in gold. 
For this golden reason, this mythical 
strait was eagerly sought by the maritime 
nations of Europe, and especially so by 
Spain, whose mouth watered at the pros- 
pect of this get-rich-quick route to the 
Spice Islands. 


In this famous letter to the King, that 
unconsciously betrays the vast ignorance 
of geography prevalent in those days, Cor- 
tes says that discovery will yet be made 
of a strait “on the Florida (Atlantic) coast 
running (through America, and) into the 
South Sea”"—the Spanish name for the 
Pacific Ocean. Cortes said that if this 
strait was found “ to a true 
chart (which he had) of that part of the 
sea near the archipelago which Magellan 
discovered, it seems that (the strait) 
must debouch very near there ... If 
it please Our Lord that the Strait joins 
there, the voyage to the Spice Islands (Mo- 
luccas) will be so convenient for these 
Your Majesty's dominions that it will be 
two-thirds shorter than the present course 
(voyage,) and without any hazard to the 
ships going and coming. For the voyage 
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and coun- 
tries, large and rich, belonging to Your 


will be entirely among states 


Majesty. Therefore, acquainted as I am 
with Your Majesty's desire of ‘knowing 
(the location of) this strait—I have laid 
in order to 
follow this co throughout.” 

Thus wrote Cortes to the Emperor, with 
subtle intent; but that sovereign, having 
Spanish blood in his own veins, merely 
smiled sardonically, and bided his time; 
meanwhile watching Cortes carefully. 
Cortes speeded up his peevish ship-build- 
ers at Zacatula, in order to set out, to dis- 
cover the fabled rich lands to the north- 
west of Mexico, in the direction of the 
fabled Isle of Amazons, which—as it could 
only point the way to California—was re- 
sponsible for first the discovery, and next 
the exploration of the two Californias, 
which were generally thought to be an is- 
land, even as late as the year 1700. Cor- 
tes’s eye and mind were on this isle 
“rich in pearls and gold;” and that is 
why he wasted so many years a-building 
of ships, and sent out therein expedition 
after expedition at the cost of a large part 
of his fortune. However, after all, Cor- 
tes was right; for the peari-fisheries of 
Lower Oalifornia later produced a vast 
wealth in pearls; while Upper California 
produced a flood of gold, after 1849, that 
set the whole world mad with envy. 


Cortes’s Contract With the King 


October, 1528—Cortes went on building 
his four ships at Zacatula, but the work 
dragged, for there was not even a rope or 
a nail, and only a few metal tools in all 
Mexico; and all such iron-work, tools, 
sails, and rigging had to be imported, via 
Vera Cruz, and laboriously carried clear 
across Mexico in slow bull carts. In 1524, 
a fire broke out in his warehouses at Zac- 
atula, and destroyed all his precious stores 
of such, before his vessels were fnishod. 
However, by 1526 he had his four ships 
all ready to sail out in the unknown wa- 
ters of the Pacific; when his sovereign 
displayed his Machiavellian hand, with a 
royal order to seek and assist Garcia Jofre 
de Loaysa and Sebastian Cabot. 

In 1525, Spain had sent out the Portu- 
guese navigator Loaysa, to continue with 
the work halted by Magellan’s death in 
the Philippines; but his ships met with 
woe, want and disaster in the Pacific; and 
the expedition ended in the Bast Indies, 
where the Portuguese put the quietus on 
it. Next year—1526—the famous naviga- 
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the Rio de la Plata, in Argentina. H 


King ordered Cortes to send out a squad- 
ron, composed of the three largest of his 
just-built ships, to get some news about 
these missing navigators, and to co-oper- 
ate with them. So this squadron was at 
once sent out, under Alvaro de Saavedra 
Ceron, who sailed with them to the East 
Indies, leaving Cortes to set his ship- 
builders to work, at building five new 
ships. 


Meanwhile his smallest ship, left him 
when Saavedra sailed, was used to send 
Pedro Nunez Maldonado, the superintend- 
ent of Cortes’s shipyards, on an exploring 
voyage along the Pacific Coast of Mexico. 
Sailing from Zacatula about the middle 
of 1628, Maldonado thus made the first 
voyage along these shores to the north- 
west surveying the shores of Jalisco up 
to the Santiago River, in this six months’ 
expedition of his. When he returned, he 
gave a praiseful report of the fertility of 
the regions he had explored, and the great 
abundance of gold and silver that he had 
heard lay in the countries to the further 
northwest, 


Cortes knew very well that the duplicity 
which had inspired the King of Spain 
to send his other three new ships off on 
this chase to the East Indies was actuated 
by a royal design to prevent his making 
further discoveries and rich conquests of 
hitherto unknown lands; and as he want- 


enemies and obtain some royal recognition 
of his imperial services to Spain, he set 
sail for Spain, this same year of 1528, and 
proceeded to the Court of Spain, where 
he was received with high but empty hon- 
ors. By his sovereign, he was made Cap

As the owner began to see his machine 
reassemble before him he perked up and 
grew hopeful.

The R. M. and I took up a strategic posi- 
tion, with those wicked Savage rifles, on a 
point of rock, and set the sights for a 
thousand yards in case the bandits might 
not be amenable, or—what we thought more 
likely—should elude our gunman. 

Away out on the other side of the river 
we could see Young America risk our all by 
standing up in the precarious canoe in or- 
der to get the better effect while he called 
to the pirates, “Em cima os maos,” which I 
am positive he got from a lurid western 
film, and which is the Portuguese transla- 
tion of “Stick "em up, gents.” 

They did so with precision. He herded 
them in. 

I was satisfied. But what was there to 
do? What vengeance is there, when one 
is dealing with hard practical life, that one 
can visit upon four grown men where 
there is no policeman to whom one can 
turn them over? None. So all that we did 
was to transfer our gear to the launch ond 
tell them to go away swiftly from the place. 
And we left our faithless cook with them. 

This King of the Issana came about forty 
years ago. Why he came, nobody tnows. 
He just started up-river and he kept going 
till he found a place that suited him, and 
there he stayed and began to build the first 
little hut that has now expanded into a 
community. 

His sons are strong grown men and his 
grandsons are rearing their little orown ba- 
bies. Indians they are, in feature and com- 
plexion, but their speech is Spanish and 
their manners are those of the hidalgos of 
old Seville. 

The old don rules them and their wivcs 
and their multitudinous Indian relatives 
like a veritable king indeed. When they 
come into his presence they remain silent 
until he signs that they may speak. 

When they have spoken, he gives them 
his hand to kiss before they withdraw. His 
word is law among the tribes along a hun- 
dred miles of river front; and there is no 
doubt at all that without his permission no 
Man may travel his river. 

To us, the King was the soul of dignified 
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courtesy. All that his house afforded was 
ours. He deprecated the poverty of these 
days; but fed us—of all things—on pate 
de folie gras and Huntley & Palmer's bis- 
cuits, delicacies that had not been known 
in the upper rivers for ten years. 

He told us that the Rio Issana was for 
our purposes, hopeless. We must go up the 


‘Vaupes, he said. He had a well-built mon- 


No farther, because if this monteria were 
to attempt to return through that terri- 
tory alone, without our protection, the King 
would seize it and would murder the crew.

His features were negroid, and my im- 
mediate impression was that we traveled, 
not the Uaupes River of South America, but 
the upper reaches of the Congo, and that we 
were meeting the chief of some central 
African tribe. 

From the headrope of the hammock de- 
pended a huge holster, from which pro 
truded the butt of an extraordinary weapon, 
a double-barreled shot-gun pistol; or, to put 
it another way, a twenty-gage sawed-off 
shot-gun with a pistol grip. Against the

be—to us, at all events—an affable and an 
amusing host; and if all those stories about 
his savage cruelties were true, he coupled 
with cruelty the other equally African trait 
of easy good nature.

Hearing of this double disaster and 
treachery, Cortes hastened down to his own 
seaport of Tehuantepec, and speeded up 
the two new ships that he was building 
there. At the head of the squadron he put 
Bezerra, who commanded the larger ship— 
the Concepcion; Grijalva being put in com- 
mand of the smaller ship, the San Lazaro. 
On October 29, 1633, the squadron sailed 


seize such an excuse and opportunity. So 
he kept on to the northwest, without sight- 
ing land, until December 20, when he dis- 
covered and named Santo- Tomas Island, 
eighty leagues south of Lower California. 
He anchored at this island, and explored it; 
but finding no pearls, people or plunder 
here, he went on his way. Thus, he later 
discovered the group of islands, afterward 
named the Revilla Gigedo Islands, situated 
far out in the ocean, three hundred miles 
south of Lower California. After this, he 
sailed easterly to the mainland of Mexico, 
and ran down its coast to Tehuantepec, to 
make hig excuses to Cortes, and give him 


Afterward, when the ship 
was between Santo Tomas Island and Mex- 
ico, they saw this same human fish, which 
then swam about the ship for a long time, 
playing antics like a monkey—at one time 
diving, at another washing itself with its 
hands, and then looking at the sailors—un- 
til a sea bird approached, when it disap 
peared, came up again, further off, and 
then disappeared altogether! Such was Gri- 
jalva’s wonderful tale; but as to whether 
or not he thus squared himself with cyn- 
ical Cortes by this famous fish story, his- 
tory sayeth not. 

Meanwhile, Bezerra’s tyrapny so enraged 
his own crew on the Concepcion, and espe- 
cially his flery pilot, Fortuno Ximenes, that 
this pilot stirred up most of the crew to 
mutiny; as a result of which Bezerra and 
his friends on the ship were murdered in 
their sleep by the mutineers. Fearing Cor- 
tes’ vengeance, Ximenes steered boldly out 
to sea, to the northwest; crossed the 
mouth of the Gulf of California; and saw 
a new land lying in the azure west—and 
thus was Lower California first discovered. 


Landing to obtain water in La Paz Bay, 
they were attacked by Indians, who slew 
Ximenes and twenty other Spaniards. Ter- 
ried at thie bloody massacre, the seven 


sall they could, and sailed back to Mexico; 
landing at Chiametia about the middle of 
1534, with a tragic tale that made their 
hearers shudder with horror. Guzman 
heard of this double tragedy, so he has- 
tened hither, and plundered the Concepcion 
from truck to keelson. Also, he pounced 
upon the forlorn survivors of this ship, ar- 
rested them, had them searched, and con- 
fiscated some pearis that were thus found 
upon the persons of the mutineers, who 
had gotten them in Lower California. 
This inspired Guzman to start off on an 
expedition of his own, in search of pearls; 
which added to Cortes’s wrath, when news 
finally reached him of this combined calam- 
ity, mutiny, discovery, massacre, and Guz 
man’s infamy and attempt to forestall him 
in occupying this new land, that was said 
by the survivers to be rich in pearls. 
Cortes lost little time, and promptly built

California, by a natural 
of events. Cortes’s 
Francisco de Ultioa, first sailed up the Gulf. 
of California in 1539, and proved that Low- 
er California was a peninsula, and not an is- 
land; and then explored the western coast 
of Lower California as far north as Cedros 
Island—thus pointing out the way to Cabril- 
lo. 

Cortes was by far the ablest man and 
best soldier that ever came from Spain to 
the three Americas; and it was due solely 
to his own courage, patience, daring and in- 
itiative that this eventful discovery was 
made. He expended more than $2,000,000 
in his California expeditions, discoveries, 
and the colony at Santa Cruz (La Paz.) 


All he received from this heroic and his- 
toric adventure was the doubtful honor of 
having the stormy Gulf of California named 
after him; for it was long called “The Sea 
of Cortes,” although later known as the 
Mar Vermejo (Vermillion Sea) from the 
color of! its waters, where tinted by the 
turbid flood of the Colorado River, and still © 
later as the Mar Rojo—Red Sea. Later on, 
it received its present name of the Gulf of 
California; but, around its sterile and 
stormy shores still lingers the thrilling 
memory of Cortes, the Great Conquistador, 
who first set afloat the ship that found “the 
Californias.” 


Founding of the First Mission 


person founded in 1535 at Santa Cruz (La 
Paz) in Lower California, Spain had en- 
couraged the settlement of Lower Call- 
fornia; and this had been attempted, from 
time to time, since then, by sundry venture- 
some Spaniards. Most of them were mere 
adventurers, solely bent on securing pearis 
from the pearl-fisheries off the Lower Call- 
fornia coast; but the state expedition sent 
out in 1583 under Don Isidro Otondo y An- 
tillon was a pretentious affair, designed to 
prevent Lower California's being used as a 
base of operations by the enemies of Spain.

Vizcaino had little luck; but six years later, 


pearis; but Otondo who sent out as a state 
servant, to effect a permanent settlement. 
A cosmographer, Padre Kino, was sent 
along with Otondo, who landed on Lower 
California, and formally named it La Santis- 
 gima Trinidad de Las Californias—the Most 
Holy Trinity of The Californias—on April 
5, 1683. He founded an ill-fated colony that 
struggled to survive in that sterile penin- 
sula, but wds finally withdrawn, two years 
later, as it had cost Spain a huge sum; 
and, besides, the Viceroy had recalled 
Otondo and his ships in that year of 1685, 


and sent him out to sea, to convoy to Aca-. 


pulco the Manila, galleon, for which the 
Dutch buccaneers were said to be lying in 
wait. And next year, 1686, the famous En- 
glish buccaneers, Captain Swan, Captain 
Townley, and the born corsair Dampier, rav- 
aged the Mexican coast, and also lay in wait 
for the golden galleon from Manila. 


So sore was Spain at this waste of money, 
_ time and efforts in trying to colonize Lower 
California that the King of Spain issued a 
royal cedula, that same year (1685,) sus 
pending all further expeditions to the Call 
fornias. But Padre Kino, who had left 
Lower California with Otondo in 1685, was 
most eager to return, and convert its red 
heathenry to Christianity; and he hence- 
forth left no stone unturned, to effect his 
Pious purpose. 

This extraordinary, excellent, and talent- 
ed man, Eusebius Kuhn, was born in 1640 
at Trent in the Austrian Tyrol and was 
highly educated. He joined the University 
of Ingoldstadt, where he was favorite with 
the ruling royal house of Bavaria. There 
he fell so ill that his life was despaired of: 
but he made a vow to devote his life to St. 
Francis Xavier, Patron Saint of the Indies, 
if he should recover. He did get well; and 
so he gave up his professorship of mathe- 
matics at the university; entered the Jesuit 
Order; sailed over seas to Mexico; and for 
thirty years of loving and zealous service, 
thie virtuous and famous explorer and mis- 
sionary devoted his life to founding mis- 
sions in extreme Nothwestern Mexico, ex- 
ploring the Great Southwest, and convert- 
ing the Indians, who all loved him for his 
unfailing kindness, piety, amd dauntless 
courage. 

Padre Kuhn—or Kino, as the Spaniards 
called him—early enlisted the learned, able, 
and pious Father Salvatierra in his plan for 
their Jesuit Order to undertake the conver- 
sion of the Indians of Lower California; 
and this order at first welcomed this chance 
to display its Christian zeal and extend its 
own spiritual dominion—only to meet with 
a rebuff from the Viceroy in’ 1696, when 
Kino and Salvatierra proposed “the reduc- 
tion” of Lower California by the Jesuit Or- 
der. However, they had better luck next 
year (1697) with the coming of a new Vice- 
roy—Conde de Moctezuma—and the con- 
sent of their order, the Royal Council, and 
the Viceroy were obtained for this mo- 
mentous undertaking—thanks largely to the 
flery zeal and eloquent tongue of Father 
Juan Maria de Salvatierra. So, on Febru- 
ary 5, 1697, a license was issued jointly to

tain booty A midday, on St. 
Stanislaus Kostka Day, four squadrons be- 
longing to four tribes—the Edues, Didues, 
Laymones, and Moquies Tapioses—charged 
down upon our intrenchments, with arrows, 
stones and earth. They fought until the 
sun went down, having made several at- 
tacks; but the Virgin prevailed over the 
powers of Hell; the Great Madonna was tri- 
umphant and victorious. Many of them fell 
On all sides, while I and my companions es- 
caped unhurt . . The battle resulted 
in our favor, and they humbled themselves, 
and we made peace with them. They are 
now obedient, and a great many people 
come to learn the doctrine; and thus with 
a few Spaniards has this land been con- 
quered.” 

Presently both boats came in here, 
bringing Salvatierra great relief from Padre 
Francisco Maria Piccolo—his abile coadju- 
tor. And so it came to pass that here, on 
October 26, 1697, on the heights of San 
Dionisio, Salvatierra founded the First Mis- 
sion in the Californias—named Loreto, in 
honor of Our Lady of Loreto, Loreto de 
Concho, with all the solemn ritual of the 
church. And, with all due state and cere- 
mony, the castled banner of Spain was un- 
furled, and forma] possession was taken of 
the Californias, in the name of the King of 
Spain and all the Indies. 

The Jesuit fathers did splendid work in 
Lower California, erecting a string of seven-

Indian tribes; that Fathét Salvatierrg ‘wag’ but, in all the great stretch of fertile coun- 


men, who had just discovered the Overland 
Route from Mexico. 

Peace was finally restored, -ao Father 
Serra and two other padres returned, with 
their escort of soldiers, on November 1, 
1776. They found the cross still standing; 
so they dug up the bells, hung them up, 
gave the place a new blessing, and thus 
gave the mission another start in life. 

This site was too far inland to suit the 
authorities, as it was far off from the high- 
way between San Diego and Northern Call- 
fornia. So in 1797 the present site was 
selected, and the. padres started to build 
a new church upon it. The stone came 
from the Mission Vieja—the heavier pieces 
being transported in carretas, while the In- 
dians bore the smaller ones on their heads, 
even the children carrying little ones, in & 
continuous procession that afforded a rare 
spectacle to the scoffing, wild, and uncon- 
verted heathen. The stone-cutting was 
done under supervision of a master-mason 
from Mexico; and slowly this noble pile of 
masonry rosé into the air.

San Francisco Misgjon Founded 


October 9, 1776—Our California was be 
ing occupied by Spain, at last, with military 
garrisons (presidios,) to keep foreign na- 
tions out of it; and with missions, to con- 
vert and control the numerous California 
Indians. Monterey Presidio had been 
founded in 1770, and made the capital of 
California, whose first Governors soon ex- 


_ plored northwards, and thus discovered a 


large bay, which they then thought was 
only an estuary of the bay that Francis 
Dreke had discovered and spent three 
weeks at in 1579—now called Drake’s Bay 
—in which tuckless Cermenon later 
wrecked his Manila galleon, in 1595, after 
naming it San Francisco Bay. And so, 
when that famous explorer and gallant 
Spanish soldier, Don Juan Bautista de Anza, 
Captain of Tubac, brought back to delight- 


ed Mexico, in 1774, the news that he had 


discovered the Overland Route from Mexico 
to California, Viceroy Bucareli fell in with 
his plan to take thither a body of military 
colonists with their families by this over- 
land route to establish a presidio and a mis- 
sion at this “Port of San Francisco”—and 


thus check Russia’s further advance south- 


wards along the Pacific Coast, by planting 
a fort and a mission to handle the Indians. 

On October 23, 1775, Anza—now made a 
Lieutenant-Colonel for his discovery—set 
out from Tubac, Mexico, with his long train 
of emigrants; and after one of the most me- 
morable marches of history, he brought 
them safely to San Gabriel Mission, next 
January 4, and to Monterey on March 10, 
1776. Pursuant to vice-regal orders, he left 
them here. He then went on, a fortnight 
later, with Lieutenant Moraga, a padre, and 
an escort, to 
sidio and mission on this bay that had only 
recently been found to be not really a part 
of Carmenon’s old “Bay of Francisco,” but 
a separate body of water. Lieutenant Juan 
M. de Ayala of the Royal Spanish Navy had 
sailed hither, under orders to investigate 
this new “estero” (estuary;) and so it be- 
fell that on the night of August 6, 1775, he 
was the first man to discover the Golden 
Gate, through which he sailed his ship San 
Carlos, and anchored at a large island, 
which he called La Isla de Los Angeles 
(The Isle of The Angels) now called Angel 
Island. Another navy officer, Heceta, also 
explored this bay, in September; so Anza 
made straight for the Golden Gate; and on 
ite southern side, he selected a site for a 
presidio, which is still a military post. 

On March 20, Anza found a large laguna 
(lake) which he called the Laguna de Ma- 
nantial, in a beautiful little valley, with

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A lawn, like a good complexion, is 
more than skin deep. It is not dug up 
and made over every year, as are the garden 
beds, and the underlying condition of the 
soil has as much to do with the desired vel- 
vety texture as a sound physical condition 
and good health have to do with a wild-rose 
cheek! 

In California, the chief advantage of start- 
ing a new lawn in the autumn is that the 
clover and Kentucky blue grass, being 
hardy, are able to get a start ahead of the 
inevitable devil grass. This lawn pest, being 
tropical, will not be able to get in much 
work before spring, by which time your 
proper lawn should be gay in lush and lusty 
green. The soil should be well dug, and the 
manure or fertilizer very thoroughly incor- 
porated, else there will be some patches 
which are greener than others. For a few 
days after spading the ground should be left 
to weather, and when dry the surface should 
be pressed down firmly. On a good-sized 
lawn the use of a roller is desirable, but for 
a small lawn, or for the little grass plot, the 
gardener’s feet will do very well, especially 
if they are of the size and sort preferred by 
English gardeners, “large, flat.” Every bit 
of the ground should be gone over, and any 
hollows which are then discernible should 
be filled up smoothly: This pressing down 
of the soil before planting is very neces- 
sary to make a smooth and level floor, 
and should not be omitted. If the ground 
is dry, sprinkle again and the lawn is 
ready for sowing. One must choose a 
still time of the day, and it is well to lay 
a board on which to stand while sowing. 
Sprinkle seed on one strip carefully, then 
move the board and sprinkle another. Con- 
tinue the process until the little lawn is 
completely sowed. Rake the seed in gently 
and carefully, then sprinkle over it a half- 
inch of finely sifted, well-rotted manure. 
Sprinkle with a fine spray so the seeds will 
not be washed into little channels. At the 
first mowing, the grass should be left a little 
long, and the first clippings should be al- 
lowed to fall about the roots of the grass, 
where they will serve as a slight protection 
and a mulch. 

When sowing the seed, Ernest Braunton, 
a well-known authority, advises using two 
parallel boards, one on which the gardener 
may kneel, the other on which he may rest 
his feet, so that his toes will not dig holes 
in the future lawn's beautiful surface. 
Watering should be done very thoroughly. 
A slow, quiet soaking is best, so that the 
water gets to the roots of the grass. It is 
much better than the daily sprinkling. 

As to the variety of grass to plant. clover 
and Kentucky blue grass are always a safe 
bet, but if the soil has peculiarities, it is 
well to consult your-local nurseryman, who 
will be very sure to be up on the best sort of 
grass for that locality. 

After the grass starts, one has to keep a 
constant watch for weeds, and while the 
ground is soft, the use of the board to kneel 
on is always advisable when weeding. 


What to Plant in October 
Now is the time to plant bulbs and bulb- 
ous plants. Iris may atill be planted, so, 
also, may ranunculus, anemones, freesias, 


Watsonias, amaryllis and early flowering | 


gladioli. Spanish iris may be set out now. 

Now, too, you can begin planting Dutch 
bulbs-—-hyacinths, jonquils, narcissi, tulips 
and the like. It is always safer to set these 
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bulbs on a cushion of sand, which prevents 
possible rotting during the winter rains. 
Many gardeners have found that these bulbs 


in California succeed better in partial shade. 
for our brilliant sunshine is likely to force 
the flowers into too sudden activity. Mr. 
Hannah, the bulb grower of Anaheim, sets a 
high lath screen over his tulips, so that the 
stems will shoot up a goodly distance before 
flowering begins. 

Hardy perennials may be set out this 
month—deiphiniums, phiox, Canterbury 
bells, snapdragon, bellis perennis and the 
like. 

Annuals fur early flowering are sown now. 
Seeds of California wild flowers, which are 
especially lovely along the parkings. should 
be scattered. Larkspur, nemophila, Califor- 
nia poppy, sweet peas, pansies, stocks, snap 
dragon, scabiosa, mignonette, Clarkia, gode- 
tia, calliopsis, gaillardia and many others 
should be sown now. 

Evergreen trees may be set out, for now 
is the very best time for transplanting these. 
it is a bit early to plant roses, but by no 
means too soon to choose them. 


Pomona Horticulture 

At the Los Angeles County Fair, the first 
prize for horticultural display went to the 
J. H. Armstrong Company of Ontario, who 
staged a very charming garden effect. The 
design and its carrying out was the’ work of 
Murray McNeil and Edward Kennedy. It 
showed a brick-walled garden, rather En. 
glish in character, with a path running 
round three sides, while at the foot of the 
garden was a wall fountain. Behind this, 
showing over the top of the wall, were citrus 
trees, banana, strelitza, and other subtrop 
icals. The miniature garden itself was 
grassed over, and grass showed between 
the shrubs of Bugenia, Pittosporum. Ericas. 
and many other interesting palms. Mr. Arm- 
strong also had « notable display of field- 
grown roses. 

The second prise was won by the Hobbs- 
Gregg Company of San Dimas, cooperating 
with the San Dimas Chamber of Commerce. 
In the foreground a space about 20x20 feet 
was very cleverly arranged as a garden by 
Mrs. Frank McLean of the San Dimas Gar- 
den Club, such as deiphiniums, giladioli, zin- 
nias, and others were arranged in pots and 
baskets as if growing, the illusion being 
kept up by replacing with fresh flowers 
every day. A path through the center of the 
garien led to the lath house, which held the 
exh.bit of the Hobbs-Gregg Company. 

In the center were some beautiful decora- 
tive plants, including Dracena, Pyracanthus, 
Juniperus Chinensis, Oregon grape, and 
crepe myrtle. At the side, opposite the en- 
trance, were banked blooming Madame 
Edouard Heriot roses growing in gallon con- 
tainers. Opposite these were the equally 
lovely Lady Illington roses. Outside the 
lath house, and decorating the garden were

The Lima Heard from This Year 
Aristocrat of Beans to Figure Importantly in Southland’s Agricultural 


Prosperity—F air Crop, Clean-up of Old Stocks, Eastern Storms 
and Advertising All to Help California Growers 


ANTA ANA.—The lima bean is unques- 

tlonably the aristocrat of the bean 

world. Appetizing, easily cooked, it 
lends itself to the making of attractive 
dishev, as more and more housewives are 
coming to know. 


But last year, with a crop 110 per cent of 
normal, this bean met with a humiliating 
fall in price that reflected back to a great 
many growers in California. Five South- 
ern California counties are the chief pro 
ducers of limas—Santa Barbara, Ventura, 
Los Angeles, Orange and San Diego—so 
that the career of this dried product defi- 
nitely affects a large portion of our South- 


Now that the harvesting of the 1927 crop 
has begun, the question at once introduces 
itself—what about this year’s crop? In the 
first place, the hot days of July reduced 
«what looked like a very large crop to one 
about 90 per cent of normal. From checks 
made by shippers, growers, warehouse men 
and field men, the estimated crop has been 
put at 1,006,000 bags as against 1,250,000 
last year. Moreover, of a very 
large holdover, such as had been antici- 
pated, there are actually. only about 150,000 
bags left on the Pacifie Coast, and some 
115,000 of these are the property of eastern 
buyers and brokers. They are being moved 
out as fast as train and boats will permit. 


- Storms in eastern bean sections also make 


for the belief that the crop there will te 
light, so that the lima bean grower can 
face his harvest with much more optimism 
than would earlier have seemed jdstifiable. 
This is the encouraging report that Mr. 
W. C. Jerome, head of the bean associa- 
tions In Orange county, has brought from 
a recent meeting of bean growers at Ox- 
nard. Orange County’s estimated share 
for the year’s California production is 
286,000 bags, representing considerably bet- 
ter than one-fourth of the State's crop. — 
Yet the really encouraging outlook is not 
due alone to the general crop conditions. 
Other carefully planned agencies have been 
at work. Some 70 per cent of the lima 
beans grown in California are in the hands 
of the Lima Bean Growers, a co-operative 
organization with headquarters at Oxnard. 
It would be obvious foolish for the growers 
to sit idly by and let conditions have their 
way when they are in a position to influence 


the trend of events. And producers today 


are watching every chance to improve 
their position from the selling end of the 
game. | 
BELIEVE IN ADVERTISING 

With a very large supply of beans, the 
first necessity was to look to the consumer, 
and the ultimate buyer of limas is represent- 
ed 83 per cent strong by the American 
housewife. It is she, then, who must figure 


im the demand for beans. A survey of con- 


ditions showed that, while once lima beans 
were being heavily bought by the homes, 
their greatly increased price during a suc- 
cession of dry years and restricted crops 
had very largely curtailed that buying. It 
was obviously necessary to re-educate the 
housewife. An advertising campaign was 
decided upon, and $260,000 set aside for that 
purpose. This campaign is really just 
started, but an immediate interest has re- 
sulted. The bean growers have prepared an 
interesting book of recipes which may be 
had by applying to the office at Oxnard. 
This fact has been mentioned tn the adver- 
tisment. In a week's time after the first ad- 
vertisement had been published in a nation- 
ally known woman's magazine, those in 
charge of the campaign say, 2000 requests had 
poured into the central office for the book- 
let. Certainly an interesting side light on 
marketing conditions in America today. 


Another element had to be reckoned with 


—the eastern retailer. Unquestionably 
there is a tendency on the part of the small 
storekeeper to keep up the price of Cali- 
fornia commodities. Complaint to this ef- 
fect comes back to selling organizations 
from their representatives not only in the 
bean industry, but in cantaloupes, lettuce 
and other widely distributed California 
prodacts. In the matter of beans, though 
the retailer could secure his beans for 7 
cents the pound, he insisted upon selling 
them at the old high price, which naturally 
must defeat any attempt on the part of the 
association to encourage a greater con- 
sumption of limas. Dried beans will never 
move widely, at a restrictive price. 
large chain stores were persuaded to sell 
beans at only a very fair margin of t, 
and this had the effect of putting bi 

down to a price low enough to interest the. 
t ousewife. 
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There is still another move which as yet 
is only really in its inception—a closer cull- 
ing of beans. Farsighted producers argue 
that the commodity must be sent out in 
its most attractive form. Dirt, split beans 
and the like are eliminated by screens 
when limas are cleaned, and the type of 
screen determines the degree of cleanliness 
in the product. Any housewife, however, 
knows that at the present time all undesir- 
able elements are not being removed. A 
movement toward the elimination of all but 
the best beans has met with considerable 
opposition because, it is argued, the 70 per 
cent in the association are going to cull 
while the 30 per cent outside will feel the 
stimulation of demand without taking a loss 
in tonnage. The difference in opinion has 
resulted in a compromise—changing of the 
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screen from a 22x64 to a 24x64, which will 
greatly improve the appearance of the 


beans and will only make a difference of rates than is now available if 


about 1 per cent to the grower. . 

Since sacks cost some 14 or 15 cents, 
since freight must be paid over a long haul, 
brokerage fees must be met, and countless 
other expenses revert back to the grower, 
it would seem folly to include dirt and un- 
edible beans in limas going out to the con- 
sumer. And when that consumer is the 
American housewife educated in thrift, with 
a natural dislike for the unnecessary labor 
of sorting beans and a canny appreciation 
of values, an added argument lies in favor 
os the California lima going out in its best 
orm.

LATE GINNING STARTS

valley is 832 bales, while a total of 761 
bales have been ginned thus far below the 
Mexican line. 


GROWS EARLY VEGETABLES 

CALIPATRIA.—Robert Ware, who is win- 
ning fame as a grower of early vegetables 
near the Highline canal northeast of this 
city, has doubled his accustomed acreage 
yoy fall by leasing an additional forty acres. 

As a novice, he has produced some remark- 
able crops of peas, cucumbers, tomatoes 
and other vegetables. He was the first on 
the fall market with cucumbers, and when 
a light frost nipped the vines shortly be- 
fore Christmas last year, he had shipped 
over $300 worth of “cukes” per acre. in 
August and September he planted eight 
acres to cucumbers, which he expected to 
be shipping early in October. In addition 
he has twelve acres planted to early fall 
peas, and will plant sixty acres of spring 
peas. In January, he expects to plant four 
acres to squash and five acres to tomatoes. 


While once the hauling of beans was most 
picturesque, due to the long mule teams 
swinging up to the warehouses, trucks now 
do the work with a dispatch that is busi- 
nese-like if not so interesting. Trucks also 
do the hauling to port, since much of the 
transporting of beans is done by water. 
Last year about 50 per cent went by boat. 
This year, it is believed, as much as 60 or 
65 per cent will go that way. 

To the uninitiated it might be well to 
say that baby limas are distinct from the 
lima bean about which California has so 
much to say. The baby lima is in reality 
the Henderson bush bean, resembling the 
lima, but requiring a hotter climate than the 
coast. It needs little water and no fog, 
while the real lima thrives in the coastal 
counties visited by moisture. The Big@k 
Eye, too, of which one hears considerable, 
is marketed separately. It never brings 


The the price of the lima, and is generally re- 


served for land on the fringe of the hills. 
In Orange county this is chiefly grown in 


the vicinity of El Toro, where the growers | 


operate their own selling pool. 

The most spectacular fields of beans are 
on the great San Joaquin or Irvine ranch 
in Orange county, for here thousands of 
acres stretch out together in one almost con- 
tinuous field. The canyon reaches, amount- 
ing to about 5000 acres, are planted to Black 
Eyes, but the level lands, some 14,000 acres, 
are given over to limas. This land w& 
largely tenant-farmed, and so the fate of 
the bean influences a great many different 
persons on this one ranch. The lima is al-

along way toward keeping up expenses be- 
fore the orchard-bearing period.

low the styles. We all do, more than 
we realize, and the farmer is not exempt. 
He may not be a slave to fashions in dress, 
but he certainly is influenced by what “is 
done” by other farmers. Somebody sells 
off his hogs and begins to grow lettuce and, 
the first season, he makes more money 
than his hogs made for him. Soon all the 
farmers in his community have changed 
their practice from hogs to lettuce. 

In many sections of Southern California 
this process has resulted in the diminishing 
of our dairy herds. Dairying is an eXacting 
business and it takes most of every day and 
sometimes a bit of the night to make it go. 
Growing alfalfa does not call for close at- 
tention every minute of the time—there are 
rest periods in hetween seedtime and har- 
vest. Hay has brought a good price and 
so there has been a movement away from 
dairying to. alfalfa production. This has 
taken place in many sections of the South- 
west. In the Salt River Valley of. Arizona 


many dairymen turned their attention to 


cotton. In the Imperial Valley cantaloupes 
and other crops usurped the place of the 
dairy cow tq a considerable extent. The 
same is true in the Antelope Valley; there 
used to be many more dairy farms there 
than there are at present. 

Now the pendulum is swinging back to 
dairying, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve it is a desirable thing: There is a 
farm axiom that it is more profitable to 
feed what is grown than to sell it off the 
soil Dairy cows restore depleted soils at a 
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and other datry products. 


There te mo ether branch of agriculture 
that seeme to be so dependabic, general- 
ly speaking, as dairying. There is no farm- 
ing district where dairying has not a logt- 
cal and useful place. 

This does not mean that it should dis- 
place other well established and profitable 
farm activities. It should, however, supple- 
ment them all, where it is not, indeed, the 
main reliance, and it can. Along with cit- 
rus and deciduous fruit growing, truck 
farming and field crops, in our own favored 
section, the old reliable dairy cow has a 
mighty important place, and she should not 
be forgotten. 


Must Register Apiaries 

The new California apiary inspection law 
makes sweeping changes in apiary inspec- 
tion methods according to Harold J. Ryan, 
Horticultural Commissioner of Los. Angeles 
county. Enforcement is placed under the 
Director of Agriculture and County Horti- 
cultural Commissioners. Of immediate in- 
terest to beekeepers is the section requir- 
ing annual registration of apiaries. All per- 
sons owning or controlling one or more 
colonies of bees must register them with 
the county horticultural commissioner of 
the county in which the bees are located. 
Registration should be made before October 
“1, 1927, and before March 1 of each year 
thereafter and should include the name and 
address of owner, location of apiary or 
apiaries and mumber of colon The pur- 
pose of the registration requirement, it is 
explained, is to aid the inspector in the 
performance of his duties in yg esy the 
bee industry from the spread of bee dis- 
eases.

$277.90 worth of cuttings, making a total 
income of $809.77 from this one-third of an 
acre. Last year, he reports, he gathered 
$696.14 worth of figs from these same eight 
rows and sold $339 worth of cuttings, mak- 
ing the substantial return of $1035 from 
this small parcel of ground. 

His later plantings are rapidly developing 
into compact little bushes, which will in- 
sure the heaviest tonmage yet harvested, 
for the trees are now hanging heavy with 
this year’s crop. The long and steady 
period of yearly production with fresh truit 
bringing from 10 to 15 cents a pound to 
the grower is enabling him to do exceed- 
ingly well with the plantingsr although he 
is not “preaching” his or any kind of figs 
as a@ get-rich-quick proposition. He points 
out as an advantage of the fruit he grows 
that it does not split open and that it can 
be shipped to distant markets with a miai- 


mum of loss.

they are fully 20 years old, and after 
that time he thinks it will be advisable te 
cut the branches close to the ground and 
again start the trees on their upward bushy 
way.

He 
lately observed the result of a complete 
“cutback” done by another grower, who, 
noting the ease of picking the 
fruit and its high productivity, cut his full- 
grown trees level with the earth and was 
rewarded by heavier and more easily har- 
vested crops. 

The advantage of this method is not only 
in the productivity of the trees, Mr. Maltbie 
says, but in the increased number of “trunk- 
less trees” that may be grown on a small 
space. Approximately 1000 of these newer 
type trees may be successfully grown on 
one acre, he declares. Their close forma- 
tion not only makes irrigation easy, but it 
reduces the work of cultivation. Usually - 
this is carried on until midsummer. In 
this planting, owing to the present growth 
of the older trees, cultivation stopped late

Rice Experiment Gives 
Promise of Success 


CALIPATRIA.—Rice is being grown on 
a large scale on the old Globe Mills ranch 
near Pumice Island, northwest of this city. 
T. J. Thompson, who took a lease on a 
section of the ranch, has 280 acres plant- 
ed to the crop. A heav? stand was secured, 
and from present indications a good yield is 
certain. Several weeks were required to 
put the land in shape, as most of it had been 
in alfalfa. All the borders had to be plowed 


between 

After 100 pounds of rice seed per acre had 
been planted, the land was flooded and 
drained twice before water was left on the 
fields. A small stream of water was then 
allowed to flow through the lands day and 
night in order to maintain a water level 
of at least three inches on the rice. Plant- 
ing of the rice began June 20, and was com- 
pleted late in July, but Mr. Thompson is of 
the opinion that crops will do better if 
planted between June 1 and 15. His early 
planted rice is expected to ripen for har- 
vesting in October.

PQRTERVILLE.—Reports indicate that 
this year’s crop of pomegranates will be 
very short, due to late frosts and the fact 
that a number of orchards have been pulled 
out. Sponsored by the horticultural depart- 
ment, Tulare county pomegranate growers 
and shippers recently assembled at Porter- 
ville to discuss the new standardization 
law and other problems. Talks were made 
by Dr. E. M. Chase, chemist in charge of 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, located at Los Angeles, and William 
Allewelt, chief of bureau c fruit and vege- 
table standardization.

40-acre tract near McFarland. He says he 
didn't know any more about cotton “than a 
hog does about Sunday.” but he asked 
questions and followed the advice of those 
experienced in the game. Today he has 
what these same experts pronounce the fin- 
est fleld of cotton they have ever seen. 

Mr. Flowers has nineteen acres of cot- 
ton, so tall that a six-foot man is nearly lost 
in the field and so heavily loaded with 
bolls that it is falling to the ground. More 
than 300 bolls were counted on one stalk. 
Bolls are steadily opening, but Mr. Flowers 
does not expect to begin his harvest until 
October 15. He used pure Acala seed, pur- 
chased from the farm bureau. Cultivation 
and heavy irrigation are given the credit for 
his excellent crop., Mr. Flowers states that 
he cultivated the field at least sixteen 
times, and irrigated regularly. Those who 
nave seen the field estimate a yield of at 
least two bales, and possibly more, to the 
acre. 


They've Put This Weed 
N utsance to Work 


in this part of 
Coachella Valley are very proud of their 
cover crops of sesbania, or wild hemp, 


which they aré now growing on onion | 


ground. Onions were a very profitable crop 
last year, and every effort is being bent to- 
ward building up the soll for next yore pro- 
duction. 

The accompanying picture was taken on 
the T. J. Gridley ranch. Seed was planted 
August 1 and the picture was taken Sep- 
tember 15. In the six weeks, the plants 
have grown better than six feet. They are 
worked down before seeding, and furnish a 
large amount of humus. Aside from this, 
the large root development loosens the 
sofl, and attracts to itself many nitrogen 
nodules—a valuable asset to a coming crop. 
Some growers believe that for summer 
cover crop the wild hemp stands supreme. 
Sesbania until recently has been considered 
a real nuisance in Imperial Valley irrigated 
districts. It grows rankly on ditch banks, 
and its seeds, carried by the water into 
fields of milo, have caused considerable 
trouble in the past. Its use as a cover crop, 
although of comparatively recent 
is meeting with much success locally. It 
makes an ideal green fertilizer for those 
crops which come in the cool months of 
the year. 


Folks Live in Comfort 
In Tulare County 


VISALIA.—Farmers of Tulare county en- 
joy many comforts, according to a survey of 
reports turned in by 167 farm owners. Forty- 
six per cent of the farms reported are lo- 
cated from five to ten miles from a town of 
2500 or more population. Thirty-nine per 
cent are fruit or nut farms, and 35 per cent 
general farms. Average size is 61 acres, 
although only about forty-five acres on each 
ranch are under cultivation.
